The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest all of the limitations of the claimed 
invention including a method of assembling a plurality of field windings and securing the 
windings on a rotor core with the steps of: deforming a cross-sectional shape of a cylindrical 
rotor enclosure to match a circumferential shape of the winding assembly as mounted on the 
rotor core and thereby create a clearance between the enclosure and mounted winding assembly;
